Members of the State Game Com­ 
mission who will meet in Harrisburg 
next Tuesday for their annual meet­ 
ing will consider three bills to be pre­ 
sented to the next Legislature and 
the hunters’ license measure, which 
stirred up the last session, will not be 
among them. 
lf that measure ap­ 
pears in the next general assembly it 
will not be with the commission tie- 
hind it. 
The commission did all it 
could lo put the matter before the 
public last session and will allow* 
other people to look after it. The bills 
which will come up will lie as follows: 
Prohibiting the killing of elk, as it 
is intended to sunk state preserves 
with elk this year. 
Placing the turtle dove on the pro­ 
tected list because of its value as an 
insect destroyer. 
Prohibiting the sale of game except 
iiear or rabbits anywhere in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 


“Stay in Pennsylvania young man 
and grow apples was the advice Hor­ 
ace Greely passed out as a big money­ 
making tip,’’said Chester J. Tyson, of 
Flora Dale in an address lief ore the 
Suite College of Agriculture on Wed­ 
nesday. 
Mr. Tyson urged Pennsylvania to 
awake to the profits in apples. He said 
excellence of the fruit grown 
and 
proximity to the big Eastern mark­ 
ets are the insurmountable advantag­ 
es of the Keystone State over West­ 
erners. 
Every bushel of apples to invade At­ 
lantic markets from either Washing­ 
ton or Oregon insures an expense of 
fifty cents freight, while Pennsylvania 
only pays six cents a bushel transpor­ 
tation. 
Mr. Tyson explained how an acre of 
a twelve year old bearing apple or­ 
chard could be operated for $45 and 
‘.he reasonable return to expect from 
the crop should not be less than $200. 
He gratified many of the rotation 
crop farmers by explaining how they 
could revive the old orchards at home 
and showed to them how* the operation 
nail enabled him to increase the yield 
>f an old fashioned orchard by six 
hundred per cent. • He advised prun­ 
ing back the tops of the trees ten or 
fifteen feet, until about one-third of 
the limbs had been removed. He cau­ 
tioned that a load of manure should 
be spread to every two trees, so as to 
stimulate the growth of new limbs.

New Station at Hagerstown. 


The work on the $60,000 passenger 
station being built by the Western 
Maryland company at Hagerstown, is 
fast nearing completion and will, it is 
expected, be occupied within a month.

Men Who Know the W orkings of the 


Tamaqua Colliery Dread the Deadly 


Black Damp. 


Tamaqua, Pa., Jan. 2.— Despite the 
most persistent efforts on the part of 
a small army of rescuers, the nine 
men 
entombed 
in the 
East 
Lehigh 
mine are still prisoners. 
There is little hope of reaching them 
alive, so heavy was the rush of culm 
and roek which followed the breaking 
through of a large body of water from 
an old working. 
The debris is being shoveled into 
cars of two-ton capacity, ans as soon 
as one is filled, which requires about 
fifteen minutes time, this gang of men 
is relieved and fresh volunteers are 
pressed tutu service, so that not a mo­ 
ment is lost. 
R efreshm ents are kept 
at the foot of the shaft and the wants 
of the workers receive prompt atten­ 
tion. 
Hundreds of tons of muck have al­ 
ready been removed, and although the 
mass Is practically a solid one, thus 
far blasting has been avoided. Should 
this prove necessary it would have a 
tendency to cause additional gas and 
a rush which would endanger those 
engaged in the rescue work. 
Thus far the rescue work has pro­ 
gressed to breast 3 7 , which is about 
fifty feet 
from 
breast 38, through 
which the water is supposed to have 
forced Its way. Nearly 
five feet an 
hour is Die progress made, and if the 
debris has not been forced backward 
there is reason to believe that the im­ 
prisoned men may be reached soon. 
W hether any of those imprisoned 
will be rescued alive is a question 
doubted by men who have followed 
mining for years and who know the 
inside workings of the East Lehigh 
colliery. 
According to officials, distinct Tap­ 
pings from the location 
where the 
men are entombed were heard Wed 
nesday. Miners tear that lf any of the 
men escaped the rush of water and 
the refuse following, they have since 
succumbed to black damp. 
It Is estimated that the crowd about 
the colliery numbered 
so great 
wa st he Interest taken by relatives 
and frit nds of the unfortunate men, 
together with tile 
morbidly curious 
who helped swell the throng. 
In order to 
prevent 
interference 
with the work the shaft was roped off 
and a police patrol established. The 
scene of the disaster, which is on the 
southern outskirts of the town, can 
plainly be observed from any portion 
ot the borough. 
Physicians are within easy call and 
J everything is in readiness 
to 
give 
I prompt attention to the unfortunates 
it 
any 
of 
them 
should 
be rescued 
alive. 
The disaster has cast a pall over 
the community and business Is practi­ 
cally 
at 
a 
standstill 
owing 
to the 
prominence of the unfortunates, seven 
of whom are Americans and old resi­ 
dents of the town.
